Oo arrangement, only anxiou'y to gain 
the open country beyond Its very 
boldness made it safe, yet the ririce 
pil for it was fairly heavy—a  15- 
pounder, a pom-pom, and about 25 
prisoners. Steyn and Piet Fourie, the 


energetic executor of all DeWet’s 
plans, led tne gallop. DeWet, with 
two others, brought up the rear, - and 
was under a heavy rifle fire for some 
time. The whole combined Boer for- 
ces, comprising Haasbroek’s and Prins- 
loo’s commandoes, as well as DeWet’s 
force, are moving on Ficksburg, but 
behind them is Thormyeroft on fresh 
horses, and tke persistent Knox, with 
Barker, Williams, Pilcher, and White. 
One of the most striking figures among 
those engages 10 pursuing DeWet is 
Colonel C. Long, R. A., who has been 
given a command under Genera] Knox. 
Although he does not actually com- 
mand a column, he takes command of 
any combinations of columns operating 
at a distarjse fromi General Knoxy His 
energy and untiring perseverance is a 
great factor in the pursuit, From the 
four prisoners captured at Helvetia, it 
appears that Lieut. Bovle is alive and 
well, theugh treated with the utmosti 
rigour by Pretorius, who declares that 
he will not be released until the end of 
the war. 

The chase after DeWet has but few 
chroniclers; indeed, correspondenits 
have to fake the uncomfortable, sitva- 
tion of being cuit off from post and 
telegraph offices for indefinite periods, 
Yet the work of these mounted forces, 
marching like a Nemesis after De Wet, 
is porhaps one of the finest’ perform- 
ances of our troops during the war, 
Some of them have been trekking since 
May.

They carry no 
tents, have none of the luxury of big 
infantry columns, seldom get into 
camy till late in the afternoon, and, to 
add to their discomforts, as ome of the 
men exclaimed the other day, “We've 
followed the rainy season from the 
Vaal to the Orange.” They are hardy, 
witbhowt an ounice of superfluous flesh, 
keen-eyed, dirty, and unkempt, but 
for all thot tney represent the flower 
ef the British armiy. One would expect 
that the iniceSsant marching, the hard 
ife, and the monotony of the daily 
treck would make the men silent or 
morose. It is one of the marvels of 
the British soldier that he never seems 
to lose his spirits. There is always a 
Wag somewhere, who, at the end, of| a 
day’s march, will ba able to excite the 
laughter of his comrades. Wet or 
fine, after a sh-~t or hard day's work, 
the men are cheerful and hapipy, and 
appear able to sea somethirg funny in 
the most doleful of circumstancesy 
There are evident 7igns that Lord Kit- 
chener does not intend to leave DeWet 
in peace. His pursuit has been taken 
up seriously, and it is evidently the’ in- 
tention of the conimander-in-chief to 
crush him once for all, There are now 
five or six columns of hardy, experienc- 
ed men, the surv'wal of the fittest’ of 
our army, led by officers whe have 
learnt the wiliness of the Boer, and 
know the praper time for dach and go. 
The whole ‘ts commanded by  Major- 
General Charles Knox, whose dogged

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THE LACOMBE DISTRICT. 

The following descriptive article on 
the Lacombe district appears ina late 
edition of the Advertiser: 

Se muth has been said cf the La- 
combe district that it seems scarcely 
possible to put forth anything new. In 
addition to the choice land in tha im- 
mediate viciai** of the town it com- 
prises to the west the Gull lake and 
Plindman Vallew settlements; to the 
scuth the Canyon settlement, and io 
the east the Jones Valley, Long Valley, 
Pleasant Valley and Buffalo lake set- 
tlements, It is a country well wooded 
and well watered, where a settler go- 
ing wit little means does not need to 
expeod his capital altogether to pro- 
vide sbelter for himself and his stock, 
If he has not timber on his own land 
he can foc 25 cents get a permit from 
the government and cut 1800 linea} 
feet of buildinig timber, 400 roof poles, 
200 fence rails and 30 cords of dry 
wpod, and put up his buildings. As for 
Water, at a very high point cn the 
prairie there is figwing out of the side 
of the hills and in the coulees springs 
of water that remain open the year 
vound. In most parts water can be ob- 
tained at from 15 to 30 feet. 

The scenery is of varied beauty. No 
stern, ragged and awful mountains, 
nor long dead monctony, of fiat, tree- 
less prairie strain the vision here, 
Level and ro‘yng prairie, hiil and dell, 
clad in grass and flowers, dotted with 
gtoves of aspen poplar and spruce de- 
light the we while lakes, lakelets and 
ponds reflect the bright blue skies 
above, Not only when in verdure clad 
is the country lovely, for the white 
raiments of winter lend to the pros- 
pect a new and additional charm of in- 
desoriba ble beauty. 

As comparatively little of the coun« 
tiy is yet under cultivation wreat is 
grown but to a Jimited extent, but in 
the near future it will be grown much 
more extensively, In older districts in 
Northern Al*--rta wheat is the ETincip- 
al eereal grown, and aiready there 
are «ix flour mi!ls in operation north 
of Lacombe, within a distance of 100 
miles. Oats are £town quite exten- 
sively, It is not uncommon here to 
have oats weigh from 40 to 45 pounds 

to the bushel,.while the yield per acre 
yans about 45 bushels. he price paid 
for oats at time of writing is 25 cents 
perc bushel, ‘ ‘ 

All the common garden vegetables 
grow to perfection seldom witnessed 
outside of the district, Yomatves and 
pumpkins, wita proper grow 
well. Melons are also raised.

_ B. W. Mirewicz has for the phst 
five months becn quietly organizing a 
fomipar'y to bs known as the “Lind- 
eced, Syndica‘e” *he purposes of which 
will p> to grow) ard mill all kinds of 
flax and also to make oil, oil cake, 
linen fibre, rop2s, sacks, and all of the 
many products of flax, Mr. Micewicz’s 
company is now fully organized and 
_ the partnership. registered. [ncorpora- 
tion will be applied for next fall when 
the comvany intend to proceed with 
the erectiom of their buildings and 
commence milling operations, The 
company is well supplied with capital 
and intends to push operations. It is 
their intention to erect a mill here 
to crush from three to five tons a day. 
The company wi!l have 700 acres seed- 
ed down this coming seasvun in differ- 
ent parts of the district, and in addi- 
tion are counting on procuring large 
supp'ies from those farmers who are 
already cultivating flax.. A iarge 
quantity of flax seed is now on the way 
to bs sold to the farmers for. seed. A 
hal€ bushel of flax will sow an acre of 
ground, An elevator will ve built bere 
in July. 

Flax being an easy seed to cultivate, 
and requiring only ninety days to ma- 
ture in favorable weather, it is thought 
that it’s cultivation here will prove an 
important and profitable industry. Its 
yield is from twelve, to tbirtv bushels 
per acre, The grainis easily harvested 
aud is as hardy, as wheat in maturing. 
Mr.Mizewicz has had experience in the 
old country in the raising of flax and 
states that this country offers better 
facilities for its successful cultivation 
than any other coyntry in tha world, 
except perhaps the Argentine Repub- 
liz, In Poland, Mr. Micewicz's native 
country, four to sixteen bushels is 
considered a good crop. In Manitoba 
and Russia eight to twenty. bushels are 
gcows. In Puland the flax never 
beads more than six branches to the 
straw; here it goes as high ag sixteen, 
o2 an average, In Poland flax is 
bought for not more than one rouble 
(S3c). Hare it is quoted this year at 
from $2.00 to $3.00 a bushel. The price 
is high this year on account of scarcity 
iz the werld’s markets. The average 
p-i23 is about 80c per bushel,

THz TAXATION OF C. P. R LANDS. 
A despatch to the Winnipeg Tribune | 
on thé 26th, says: In the House’ of | 


Commons yesterday Mr. R. L. Ricb- | 


ardson, seconded by Mr. Frank Oliver. | 
introduced his bill respecting the C. 
P. R. land grant. 

Mr. Laurier called fer an explana- 
tion and the member for Lisgar ex- 
plained that twenty years ago on 
the fifteenth inst., the C. P. R. con- 
tract ‘was ratified by farliament. 
By the terms of the contract every- 
thing belonging to the company was 
exempted from taxes for ever, and 
the land grant for jwenty years 
from the time of the grant. It was 
well understood by all at the time 
that twenty vears exemption meant 
twenty years from the date of con- 
tract, but for some reason which he 
left the house to surmise, jhe gov- 
ernment had never issued ysatents 
for the lard, and be was surprised 
last session when he brought ug: the 
matter to find that both the prime 
minister and Sir Charles Tupper, 
leader of the opposition, took the 
view that the twenty-year geriod 
should, date from the issue of pat- 
ents, and the government had told 
him t’was a legal question which 
could only be settled by reference to 
the courts. The member for Lisgar 
maintained that it was not a legal 
question and the determination of 
it should not ba relegated to the 
eourts, It was a question of vital 
importance to the emtire west and 
as there was a clear understanding 
at that time what the section, meant, 
parliament, which was the highest 
court in the land, should sayy what 
was intended, and not allow west- 
ere interests to suffer, as would be 
the case, if the matter was referred 
courts, Patents bad not 
been issued and the twenty-year 
period was up, and if the premier's 
interpretation was accepted, there 
would, at the lowest estimate, be 
another twenty-year exemption 
period, and who could say under: the 
mods of dealing with the 
that the exempiiom would 
not be in perpetuity. Surely the 
people of Canada had given suffici- 
ent to the C, P. R. without, endowing 
it with a perpetual tax exemption 
on its empire in lands. Now, was the 
time for parliament to aict.

Editor Bulletin. 
I am “catching it’ hot ang strong 
from Drs, Wilson and Whitelaw and 


feel constrained to say 2 few words 
to assuage their wrath.. Had these 
gentlemen been present at the meetidg 
and beard what If said as I said it, 
they could no more have found cause 
for offence than did Dr. Braithwaite, 
who was there. Unfortunately for me 
they have assumed the correctaess of 
the report in the Post—a thing rarely 
if ever safe to do in’ the case of any 
paper, full shotthand reports ex- 
cepted. f 

As briefly as is possible for one! of 
my “verbose” nature, I shall here state 
in substance what I said at the meet- 
ing merely remunding the genilemen 
i have offegded that the proceedings 
were entirely informal], and that those 
present iuduiged in a good deal of 
crossfiring and badinage, no one mak- 
ing the least pretence at speech mak- 
ing, aor saying ai] that he had to say 
fennectedly, Ihe views 1 expressed 
were these: : 

1, Where the local doctors whose 
medical standing jas us good 
as that of any others elsewhere of 
merely Jocal reputation differed so 
widely in thew diagnosis the North- 
west government could certainly not 
decide on the course to be followed 
upon their opinion, because collective- 
ly they had no opanion, The govern- 
ment’s clear duty was then to have the 
disease diagansed by some outsider. 

2. That in selegting Dr. Macdonald, 
of Calgary, as the ultimate court of ap- 
peal the government had evinced un- 
due haste and I considered negligence 
as the consequences of a quarantine 
might be go disastrous to our business 
interests that such a drastic measure 
should not have been taken except up- 


: 


on the opinion of one of the acknow~ 


ledged leaders of the medical profes- 
sion in Canada, whatever be the ex- 
pense of securing it. ‘hat their selec- 
tion of any physician of merely local 
reputation from any other Northwesi 
town was, evep if not so intended, an 
insult to the medical men of Edmonton 
whose professivnal ability I claimed 
‘ras quite as great a3 that of Dr. Marc- 


donald. 

3. That, although not claiming for 
my opinion the ieast weight, I wajs nev- 
ertheless firmly of the opinion, as was 
apparently our whole population, that 
the disease is chicken pox or ut “least 
some comparatively harmless eruptive 
disease and that a statement getting 
out strongly the mild character of the 
disease, the mon-existence of deaths 
from it, and the absence of any, fear 
of it on the part of the public, (while 
not pretending to discuss the character 
of the disease trom a technical and 
medical standpoint) should be pub- 
lished broadeast in order as far ag pos- 
sible to minimize, the effects of the 
false and malicious reports indus/ri- 
ously circulated in Oalgary and else- 
where tg the detrument of this district. 

The above is the exact substance pf 
what I said, ag a doliberata expression 
of my views. But now, to come to the 
head and front of my offending which 
consists in my having said, first; that 
the doctors did nat know anything 
about the sickness; and secondly; that 
Dr. Mclanes was the only one who had 
had the pluck to stanug up against Mr, 
Peterson in our interests, 

I know of no reason whiyi 1 should 
be demed the privilege of saying. a 
thing in joke, which all the world en- 
joys. My tirst remark was made di- 
rectly to Dr, Braltawaite purely _in 
badiaage, just as tne “impetigo con- 
tagiosa” meationed by Dr, Braithwaite 
was mada thé basis of some fun, and 
both that gentleman and all present, 
excepit appareatiy, the Post reporter, 
fully =nacrsioou ipat I was joking. 
The publication of a remark made in 
that spirit was certainly most unwise 
and very unialr to me. I said from 
first to last not one word uncompii- 
mentary lo the medical men of Kd- 
mopton. 

As to the “secondly” what I said

“Jt is regrettable that the act 18, 
according to this judgment, ultra vir- 
es, but fle act as originally drafted by 
Mr. Aikins and approved of by yself 
had much lesser scops and was, [ be- 
lieve wholly within tho power of the 
proviscial legislature as it practic- 
ally went oo further than to do away 
with sales ovey the bar and provided 
for licensing houses where liquor 
could be sold by the wholesale or in 
bottles. The gentlemen repiresenting 
the Dominion Alliance did not consid- 
er tbat this went far enough to ful- 
fil the pledge in the p'‘ank of the 
conservative platform respecting pro- 
hibitorv legislation, As we were 
anxious to satisfy the temperance 
bodies, without whose active assist- 
ance and co-operation it .would have 
been impossible to enforce any legis- 
lation going in the direction of pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic, I con- 
sented to the act being enlarged, and 
the act as passed was then drafted 
by Mr .Aikins in accordance with tha 
views of the Dominion Alliance, 
though hoth Mr, Aikins andI felt, as 
I subsequently stated in the house 
when introducing the act that it went 
perilously mear the danger line. In 


passing ithe act against very strong 
opposition among the ranks of my 
awn garty and in opposition to the 


personal interests of 
warmest and most intimate personal 
and political friends I showed the 
intention of the government of which 
I was a member tg carry out to the 
best of-its arility the pledges made 
to the.electorate before the contest in 
1899, and having taken the ground 
whirh I did then and baving suffered 
for*my action in this respect in the 
late contest in Brandon. I naturally 
feel disagipointed at the result of the 
reference to tbe court. [- do noi 
know that there is any more for me 
ta say, as I am ro longer u member of 
the government, except that I hope 
that all parties concerned will, in fu- 
ture actions regarding this question, 
proceed calmly and deliberately and 
that _no appeals to passion will be 
made, but that tha whole matter will 
be settled in the same way as similar 
questions are dealt with in Canada,”

TO VISIT CANADA. 
In the House of Commons Col. 
Prior said that he read in the 
press, statements that Their Royal 


Highresses, the Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York, intend landing at 
Halifax and did pot propose to go to 
the Pacific coast, He regretted if this 
would be the cage. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier: “I maly inform 
my honorable friend that correspond- 
ence in now going on between Ottawa 
and London on this very subject. The 
correspondence at this moment is con- 
fidential, and it is not in my power to 
give the communications to the House, 
Without going into rarticulars as to 
the tenor of tha correspondence [ may 
state that I am altogether with my 
honorable friend in thinking that it 
would be most unfortunate if Their 
Royal Highnesses of Cornwall and 
York had not an opportunity of visit- 
ing every province in the Deminion 
when they come to Canada next sum- 
mer, It would be most convenient, and 
I believe the best mode of all would 
ba for Their Royal Hig'inesses, who 
are to return from Australia next Sep- 
tember, to come by way of the Pacific 
instead of the Atlantic, landing at 
Vancouvey, visiting British Columbia, 
the towns of Manitoba and so on down 
towards Halifax. This is the view I 
think we can assume, is being repre- 
sented at this moment to Thier Royal 
Highnesses. Mors than this I cannot 
say at this moment.”
